POSTAGE AND EXPRESSAGE ON SEEDS. 


We pay the postage or express charges on all packets, ounces, and quarter pounds of Garden and 
Flower Seed, and guarantee safe arrival at any Post Office or Express Office in the United 
States. In larger quantities, add eight cents per pound or fifteen cents per quart to the cata- 
logue price if ordered to be sent by mail, except Onion Sets, postage on which is ten cents per 
quart. 

No single package can be sent through the mail weighing more than four pounds; but we have 
made arrangements with the express companies here to send seeds by express to any part of the 
United States at a rate not exceeding eight cents per pound; PROVIDED THE EXPRESSAGE IS 
PREPAID. The lowest charge, however, for any single package is ten cents. This is much the 
best way of forwarding wherever possible. Be sure and bear in mind that to secure these low 
rates the expressage must be prepaid, and add the amount to your order if you wish seeds sent 
this way. A package weighing five pounds or less can be sent to any point in Virginia for 
twenty-five cents. Larger size packages can be sent at even a proportionately less rate than 
this. 


ABOUT REMITTING MONEY. 

Our terms are net cash. Parties who have no regular account on our books will kindly accom- 
pany orders with the cash or satisfactory references. Money can be remitted by Postal Note, 
Post-office Money Order, Registered Letter, Express, Check, or Draft. Letters with money 
enclosed can be registered at any post-office, and this is as safe and convenient a way as any, 
and customers will have the acknowledgment of receipt of order by the registry card, which is 
signed by us on receipt of letter and sent back by return mail. Remitting by Money Order or 
Registered Letter is safest. We have never had complaint of a single loss when sent either 
way.

THE FLAT PEA. | 
A Great New Fodder Plant. 


This crop, comparatively new to America, has attracted a great deal of attention, and has 
been very much written about by the agricultural press the past season. It was first dis- 
covered in Hungary, by Prof. Paul Wagner, of the Agricultural Research Station of Darm- 
stadt, Germany. It is said to possess in its wild state some injurious qualities, which Prof. 
Wagner claims to have eradicated by improvement and cultivation, as has been done with 
some other forage plants which we are constantly using. It flourishes and does well on 
poor, stony, sandy and dry soils, sending its roots to a great depth. Of course in richer 
soils, especially limestone, it will give much better results. Plants one year old have de- 
veloped roots six feet long, and older plants have tough roots twenty to thirty feet long, 
thereby enabling it to resist drought to an extreme degree. 

After it is once established it produces very heavy crops. A plant of three years’ growth, 
in coarse rubble stone, produced eighty-seven stalks, averaging six feet in length, with 
seven hundred and six seed pods. At the Michigan Experimental Station, a two year old 
plat was cut which yielded at the rate of 16 8-10 tons of green forage per acre, which 
cured into very bright colored hay at the rate of four tons per acre. The odor was most 
agreeable, and cattle and horsesin the stalls ate it with avidity. The owner of a large 
estate in Bavaria fed his milk cows with flat pea fodder fourteen days, after the first day 
the see gave more milk, the yield of butter was considerably greater and the quality im- 
proved. 

The report of the Virginia Experimental Station says: ‘“‘ At Cape Colony, Africa, cattle 
eat it greedily, both in the green state and in the shape of hay. In Australia sheep eat it 
with relish. As food for dairy cows it is claimed that owing to its richness in protein and 
fat it causes an increase in the richness of the milk. For horses some have claimed that it 
takes the place of oats. Hogs eat the young fresh cut herbage, and the meat of the hogs so 
fed is more compact in texture than corn-fed animals. The plantissaid to do well on sand 
barrens, even on the sea shore, forming good pasturage, and also preventing the sand from 
drifting. The vines should be cut before the floweraz mature; it is then at its best for sweet 
ensilage. After flowering it begins to form woody stalks, andis then unpalatable for stock.” 

Its yield of nutritious matter is put at three times that of red clover, the milk yield 24 
per cent. higher, and the percentage of butter 4.6 per cent., as against 2.7 per cent. from 
clover. 

The Michigan report says the plants of the flat pea went through the severe cold without 
injury: ‘‘By March 81 the shoots were well started. In some parts of the field, where 
there had been a good covering of snow and the lower sprouts had been protected by a mass 
of sprouts above them, these lower sprouts of last fall’s growth were found still green when 
the snow disappeared. From the last of March to the middle of May we had much cold 
weather, and all vegetation started slowly, but by May 20 the plants nearly covered the 
ground with a fresh crisp mass of foliage. It was not necessary to cultivate to keep the 
weeds down, for the plant itself started so vigorously and soon covered the ground so com- 
pletely that nothing else had any chance. The two year old plants were in rows fifteen 
inches apart and as thick in the row as they came up. In July the plant had crowded 
itself into billows of verdure fully three feet high. It began blooming July 1, and kept 
sending out blooms in profusion. Tae root development is very great, and has a much 
greater number of nitrogen secreting tubercles than in any other plant I have seen.” 

The seed is slow to germinate, and sometimes takes three weeks to come up. The first 
year it does not make much crop, but develops root growth largely. It can be cut the 
second year, and twice a year for fifty years after. Sow in drills twelve or fifteen inches 
apart, and drop the seed every three inches.

Importance of Sugar Beet Culture. 


The beet sugar industry is attracting much attention in this country. In the West it 
has become a settled industry, which is a source of wealth. In France and Germany it is 
the mceney crop of many thrifty farmers. The South, up tothe present time, has done 
comparatively little in this line, though it is believed that this is by far the best section to 
raise sugar beets on account of our long summers, and, what is very important, a dry 
autumn. Sugar beets need abundance of warmth to grow to perfection. 

We have the prospect of two sugar refineries to be started, one of which has commenoed 
operations at Staunton, Va., and another is being examined into by the North Carolina 
Experimental Station, which has the promise of capital if it is found that beets yielding a 
sufficient amount of sugar can be grown in our section. This, we believe, will be found to 
be the case, but of course only experiments can determine the matter. During the first 
stages of growth sugar beets, like most other plants, simply require moisture, warmth, and 
food ; later, when its chief functions are exercised in the production of leaf and root, an 
abundance of warmth and moisture, and lastly, dry sunny days, to mature and produce the 
sugar-making qualities. Any good soil is suitable, but a sandy soil it perhaps best 
adapted. The soil should be ploughed about eight inches deep, and followed with a sub- 
soil plow. 

The ground should be fertilized heavily and harrowed thoroughly, making it fine and 
level. About 300 pounds of Wood’s Celebrated Ground Bone, 100 pounds of Kainit or a 
similar form of Potash, and 100 pounds of Nitrate of Soda or Ammonia should be used per 
acre to get the highest results of beets and yield of sugar. The seed should be sown as 
early after the middle of March as possible, but it can be safely sown up to the first of May. | 
Sow the seed one inch deep in rows 18 to 24 inches apart, at the rate of 8 to 10 pounds to 
the acre, we think sufficient, though 20 pounds to the acre is often sown in the West. 
When the beets appear atove ground they can be cultivated. When the fourth leaf 
appears they should be thinned, leaving the strongest plants from 8 to 10 inches apart, 
holding the strong plants firmly with the left hand while the weaker ones are removed with 
the right hand, so as not to disturb the strongest plants. Cultivate shallow three or four 
times, keeping down all weeds, till the leaves are spread out over the ground and prevent 
the further growth of the weeds. , 

Keep the dirt well up around the beets. Whatever is above ground, together with the 
leaves, is only fit to feed to stock. This usually is about one-fifth of the entire beet. Do 
not break or bruise the leaves or the beets more than is necessary, as it lessens the sugar 
contents. 

For further particulars of cultivation, care, and harvesting, and forwarding to be ana- 
lyzed, we refer you to the Progressive South, published at Richmond, Va., which will have 
a series of articles on these matters, commencing with the January number, and also offers 
cash prizes to the amount of $50 for the beets containing the largest percentage of sugar. 

Even though it would not be possible to sell these beets for sugar just at present, they do, 
of course, make a large yielding and most valuable feed for stock, and it is well for our 

farmers to go into their cultivation, so as to get experience 
for growing same to the best advantage, and there is no 
question that if the present policy of the government is con- 
tinued we will scon have beet sugar manufactories estab- 
lished in nearly all parts of the Southern States. It will 
thus open up a very profitable industry for our farmers, and 
one which they should be prepared to take advantage of.

(Cyperus Esculentus.) 


A nut-grass largely grown in some sections for feeding to hogs, for which purpose they are highly 
recommended. After the crop is grown, the hogs may be turned into them to feed, thus saving the 
labor of cutting and feeding required by most crops grown for this purpose. 

Culture.—A light sandy soil is best suited for Chufas. The land should be well ploughed and 
raked, and about the first of May laid off inrows three feet apart, putting in the furrow about two 
hundred pounds of Wood’s Animal Bone. Mix this thoroughly with the soil and list up over it, 
after which open a shallow trench on the list, and plant the Chufas in hills fifteen inches apart, 
putting two to three in each hill; cover lightly and roll. After they are well up plough between 
the rows and keep clean.

WONDERFUL PEAS. 


This new pea, intro- 
duced by us last season, 
as the name indicates, is 
a truly wonderful and 
most valuable variety. 
It is wonderful in the enormous productiveness, both of 
vine and peas, and exceptionally valuable for the varied 
uses to which it is adapted. In order to mature the peas 
and +o obtain the best results it should be sown in the 
middle of May, although it can be sown as late as June 
or the beginning of July, but sown as late as this, while it 
will make enormous growth of vine, itis doubtful whether 
it will mature its crop of peas. It should be sown at the 
rate of one-half to three-fourths of a bushel per acre. 

The following is an extract from a letter regarding these 
eas, written by Mr. Geo. B. Finch, a prominent farmer 
of Southside Virginia, which was printed in our last year’s 
catalogue: ‘‘ Last season we sowed on an island which is 
attached to my farm thirty bushels of these peas, fifteen 
of which were sown to themselves the last of May on thin 
sandy land, about half bushel to the acre. The other 
fifteen were sown in the corn, the seed being ploughed 
under at laying-by time, say last of July, one bushel to 
the acre. J was not on the island very often during the 
summer, but was there on the 14th of September. At 
that time this pea patch presented the most ‘ wonderful’ 
sight of the kind you well can imagine. The island isa 
long, narrow strip of land, three miles long, though only 
containing one hundred and forty acres. The ferry is at 
the upper end, connecting with a road running down 
through the centre. As I drove down this road, both on 
the right hand and the left, the whole face of the ground 
was completely covered with a dense heavy mat or carpet 
of vines, with leaves of the richest, glossy green, to the 
depth of three feet or more, and filled with the long taper- 
ing pea pods, growing in clusters, and every corustalk 
having two or more vines clambering to the top, with peas 
all the way, and a nice little bunch at the top. Every 
inch of the land was occupied, having crowded out every 
sprig of grass, wild vine, and weed. I was not on the 
island again tiil the frost had denuded the vines of their 
foliage, displaying for the first time the enormous crop of 
peas. On the 9th November I put in thirty-six head of 
cattle, twenty sheep, twenty-two head of sows and shoats 
and twelve head of mares and colts. All of this stock 
soon became very fat—fatter than I had ever had them. 
December 18th I took out twelve head of the cattle and 
twenty sheep, and sent them to market, fatter than any 
had ever gone from the farm. The balance of the stock 
remained on the island till about the first of March, and 
were taken off in good condition. There were still some 
peas, but the stock seemed to be feeding mostly on the 
pea hay. I ought tosay that we had some seventy-five 
acres in corn in the island, the ears of which were re- 
moved.

FOR FEEDING AS AN IMPROVER.

Spread out the roots and cover with six 
inches of soil and manure, and keep clean. On 
the approach of winter, cover with manure, which 
fork in early in the spring, and apply a dressing 
of salt; bone is likewise very beneficial. The 
second spring, earth up in beds eighteen inches 
above the roots, to blanch the Asparagus as it 
grows, when it can be cut for use. If it is de- 
sired to cut it green, the roots need only be 
covered twelve inches. When more than one 
bed is desired, make them five feet apart, or a 
less space if green Asparagus is wanted. One 
ounce of seed will sow fifty feet of drill ; one hun- 
dred roots will set 80 to 100 feet in the row.

The early varieties should be sown in cold frames in No- 
vember, or in gentle hot-beds or cold frames in January or February, giving plenty of air to harden 
the plants before transplanting. For later use sow in open ground in March. When the plants 
are large enough, transplant to other frames, or transplant direct from the seed-bed to rows 
two and a half feet apart, and eighteen inches between the plants.

The late varieties should 
be sown in May or June, and the plants set out in July or August, in rows three feet apart, and two 
and a half feet between the plants. For fall setting out, sow the seed (early varieties) in beds in 
September. Plant out on the north side of the ridge, running east and west, end of October or 
early in November ; or they may be transplanted to cold frames and wintered over, and set out early 
the following spring. One ounce of seed will produce about 2,500 plants. Five or six ounces will 
produce enough plants to set one acre.

It is with pleasure we note that our Southern people are giving more attention to this most pro- 
fitable crop. In order to be successful in onion culture, it is absolutely necessary that the soil be 
rich, well prepared, and free from weeds. 

To grow large onions from seed the first year the Virginia Experimental Station recommends sow- 
ing the seed in January or February in hot-beds or trays, and as soon as the weather opens and the 
sets are large enough, transplant to the open field. Although this is a troublesome method, it is the 
surest, and will undoubtedly pay. A good way to raise onions on a small scale is to sow the seed 
in February or March in tobacco-plant bed, leaving them to grow together. After the tobacco 
plants are pulled out, thin out the onions to a distance of four inches apart. 

Another way is to sow the Italian varieties early in September and transplant about the end of 
October or early in November. Should dry weather prevail at sowing time, water well to insure 
germination. After the onions are grown, when the tops commence to die, pull the onions up and 
leave on the ground to cure until the tops become thoroughly dead, after which remove to the barn 
and spread out thinly until ready to market. In order not to take up too much room by spreading 
out, it is best to make crates, about six inches deep, out of laths, the length of the laths, with good, 
stout side and end pieces. The onions can be spread out in these crates and the crates placed one 
on top of the other, putting blocks between each crate, so as to allow air to circulate freely. The 
best soil for onions isadark, rich loam. They also do well on lighter soils, if rich and well ma- 
nured. Crops made at the Experimental Station would indicate that a yield of three to four hun- 
dred bushels per acre could reasonably be expected with good cultivation and favorable seasons. 
With a yield like this, onions will prove one of our most profitable crops, and we would advise our 
farmers to give them a thorough and extended trial. 

One ounce of seed will sow one hundred feet of drill; six pounds in drills to an acre.

When the potatoes commence to come up, harrow the ground to break the crust, and ~ 
when well up, plough the earth away, and plough it back again to make the soil friable. For late 
crop, plant in May, June, or July. Use only well-rotted manure, which should be thoroughly mixed 
with the soil before planting, or Wood’s Crop-Producer, or Truckers High Grade Fertilizer, which 
make beautiful smooth potatoes.

The soils and climate of Virginia are peculiarly 
adapted to tobacco of every type, and seed grown here & 
under improved methods possesses the highest vitality 
and finest qualities. Many planters in other States = 
send to Virginia for seed every year, as Virginia seed 
gives better results than seed procured elsewhere. p 

To grow fine tobacco of any type, the first thing & 
requisite is good seed of some variety best adapted to & 
the type sought to be produced. Seed true to type 
must be got if uniform tobacco, which obtains the high- 
est price, is to be grown. The cost of seed for a large 
crop of tobacco is very little, and yet one dollar properly 3 
expended at this point has saved hundreds of dollars in: 
the increased value of the crop, as nondescript tobacco £#? 
is always at a discount. 3 

Culture. —A very clean piece of land is best for the 
tobacco crop, hence it is customary to burn a piece of 
land in the woods for a plant bed. This destroys 
grass, weeds, and insects, adds fertility through the ac & 
tion of the wood ashes, and leaves the ground in good 
order. The seed is sown about February, and the 
plant bed protected by fine netting to keep off tobacco 
flies, which often destroy the plants. When the plants 
are large enough and the weather is settled warm (about § 
June), set ‘the plants out in highly-manured or fertilized J 
soil in rows three and a half feet apart and three feet 
between the plants. From this time constant care must 
be given, cultivating, suckering, and examining for 
worms, etc. As methods of curing differ according to 
the variety, quality, and color, whether to be sun or Tobacco. 
flue-cured, it would be impossible, for want of space, to 
give even an outline of the processes required for each. One ounce of seed will sow a bed fifty 
square yards.

Care of Lawns Afterward.— SS 
While the grass is young, and even 
when the lawn gets well set, care should be taken that weeds and coarse grass, which spring up 
naturally in nearly all soils, do not get possession of the lawn. If a watchful oversight is kept over 
it at first, and any of these weeds or coarse grasses pulled up as they appear, the lawn grass will 
soon spread and thicken, so that it will take entire possession of the soil, filling it up and inter- 
weaving so closely that there will be no chance for any weeds, etc., to grow in it. 

All lawns should be regularly and carefully cut a; often as once a week during the growing season 
with a Lawn Mower. Scythes should never be used, as they gut unevenly and cut into .the roots, 
thus injuring the grass, and causing bare spots to appear. Care should also be taken, especially 
in the summer, not to cut the grass too close; one and a half inches to two inches is close enough. 
Where possible, also, lawns should be watered during hot, dry spells in summer, always doing this 
late in the evening, never in the middle of the day or in the morning. Care should be taken to 
give plenty of water, but not too much. It is best every fall, or early in the spring, to rdke the 
lawn over roughly, and sow seed on any bare spots, giving also a top-dressing of Wood’s Lawn En- 
richer, at the rate of about ten pounds to seventy-five square yards. Lawns do not require, and are 
better without, any protection in the winter. If these directions are carefully followed, a beautiful 
green lawn can be had all through the year.

The crop of Grass Seeds saved the past year has turned out considerably shorter than was antici- 
pated, and consequently prices are likely to rule higher than for the past two or three seasons, 
Clover and Timothy are, however, good crops, and are likely to continue at reasonable prices 
through the season. The high price at which hay is selling, and the favorable outlook for the same, 

should cause a largely increased acreage of 
grasses and clovers to be put in this spring. 
The general failure of the European hay crop, 
and the consequent large demand at remune- 
rative prices for the surplus stock in this 
country, should cause a continued improve- 
ment in price for some time to come. 


Grass and Clover crops are the basis of suc- 
cessful farming. The farmer who gives a fair 
share of attention to these crops, and makes it 
a point to at least have enough land in grass to 
give a proper rotation and rest the soil, and 
where the system of farming will allow, keeps 
sufficient stock to make manure to improve his 
land and raise the money crops, will not be 
dependent if, for any reason, the so-called 
money crops fail for a single season, or sell at 
so low a price as not to repay for the cost of 
production. There is no part of our fair South- 
land, not even the lighter soils of our coast 
region, but what, with a little knowledge and 
care in selecting grasses and forage plants 
suited to the soil, can easily be made to pro- 
duce satisfactory and profitable crops of feed 
and pasturage for stock. 


Another great argument for Grass culture is 
the greatly increased value of the lands where 
it is practiced. Wherever in different counties 
or sections of the different States special atten- 
tion has been paid to this branch of agricul- 
ture, we find that the farmers and people as a 
whole are more prosperous, happy, and con- 
tented, having a more permanent basis on 
which their prosperity depends, than where 
the greatest part of attention is paid to the 
money crops. If our farmers would pay more 
attention to the intensive system of agricul- 
ture, and would devote a smaller acreage to 
cotton, tobacco, and other cultivated crops, 
making it their business to give those crops 
thorough cultivation with the aid of plenty of 
manure, putting a larger portion of their farms

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PREPARATION OF THE SOIL, DRAINAGE. Etc. 


It is most important that the land be clean, finely pulverized and of good tilth when the seeds 
are sown. Land should be lightly harrowed immediately before sowing the seed, and after sowing 
should be covered with a very light harrow, or a brush harrow is probably best. Grass Seed should 
not be covered more than half an inch, or it will not germinate well. There is the same benefit 
to be derived from the proper drainage of grass lands that is so conspicuously shown in lands de- 
voted to other crops. All lands with an impervious sub-soil of stiff clay, or soils that are wet and 
clogged. will be greatly benefited by proper draining, both in the quality and quantity of the grass 
product. On such properly drained land the grass will start early in spring and will continue to 
grow until late in fall. Soils which rest upon porous subsoils do not need it, or land that slopes so 
that the water runs from it with sufficient rapidity need not be drained. 


SOWING THE SEED. 

The best time for seeding grass in the South, in the spring, is the latter part of February and 
during March, or early in April. The best results are obtained by sowing grass seed alone with- 
out grain, although it gives very good results when sown with a light seeding of grain. The quan- 
tities of seed to be sown to the acre are given under descriptions of different varieties of grass. Our 
Grass Mixtures, descriptions of which will be found on page 60, are combined in proper propor- 
tions, and quantity given or quoted sufficient to seed an acre. The results from sowing mixtures 
of grass are very much better than sowing one or two kinds alone. It is very important that the 
seeds be carefully and lightly covered, to a depth of not greater than one-fourth to one-half inch is 
best, but clover and some of the larger seeds will germinate and grow at a depth of an inch or more. 
It is best to mark off the land in such widths as can be conveniently sown, dividing the seed for 
such operation, sowing one-half in going one way over that portion of the land, then returning the 
same way sowing the other half, so that it gets well spread, and so on throughout the field. 


CARE OF PASTURES AND MEADOWS. 

Land used for pasture yields more nourishment than that where the grass is mowed off. Young 
shoots are more nourishing and digestible than the dry grass. Great care should be used, both in. 
pastures and meadows, never to graze or cut grass too close. Especially should this be the case in 
dry spells in the summer. There is more injury from this cause than from any other. Care should 
be used that cattle or sheep especially are not put on the grass too early in spring, before the 
grass has fairly commenced to grow, and the ground is settled and the sod become firm, otherwise 
the tops are kept closely cut off, and the roots injured, and the grass does not recover for the whole 
year. 
It is the general opinion of most experienced farmers that it is much more preferable to mow 
grass the first season instead of pasturing, and the majority prefer mowing early the first year and 
again later in the season, and then grazing afterwards. It is also very desirable to top-dress mea- 
dows and pastures with well-rotted farm yard manure or ground bone. With careful management 
and judicious manuring, meadows and pastures will last much longer and yield double the quan- 
tity of feed than if carelessly managed. Grass for hay should always be cut before the seed ripens, 
otherwise it not only makes an inferior quality of hay, but also takes much more strength from the

Lucerne, or Alfalfa. (Medicago Sativa.)

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS. 


The soil that is intended for Flower Seeds should be rich, moderately light, and gotten in as fine order as possi- 
ble. Don’t sow teo deep. Very fine seeds need only be sown on the top of the ground and pressed down witha 
board or the palm of the hand. A good rule is to plant about twice the thickness of the seed. After sowing, water 
well with a very fine sprinkler, and repeat as often as necessary, but do not keep the ground continually saturated, 
as the plants are liable to damp off if kept too wet. As soon as the plants have four or six leaves on them, taey 
may be transplanted to small pots or set in shallow boxes about two inches apart, and as soon as the weather 1s 
warm enough outside, removed to the garden where they are to bloom. Transplanting in the garden should be 
done in the evening, if possible, and the plants watered well and shaded from the hot sun for two or three days 
with a piece of newspaper. 

Annuals may be started in boxes, frames. or in the greenhouse for early flowers, or sown in open border in 
Aprilor May. Among them are some of the best bloomers, and though supposed to last only one season, they 
sometimes come up again from self-sown seed. 

Hardy Perennials and Bi-nnials can be sown in spring same as Annuals, or in open borderin September. If sown 
in the fall or very early in the epring, they bloom the foliowing summer, otherwise it takes two years. Biennials 
die after fiowering, but Perennials bloom from yearto year. H2lf hardy (H. H.) varieties require more protection 
than hardy (H.).

CHOICE SWEET PEAS.
